The following interview was conducted over 
{wo meters on Deceaber 18th with Eric, KJOD. He 
operated from Anguilla Island as VPZEAG during the 
Noveaber 1983 CO Worid Wide CW contest, 


(WOHP) Eric congradulations on a very fine 
dx-pedition, We had a Jot of fun chasing your 
signal around the bands, Can you describe briefly 
the beginning of your trip and how you arrived at 
your destination?” 


{K30D) “Thanks. [ left Cedar Rapids on an Ozark 
flight at 7AM, arrived in St. Louis with @ short 
layover and then onto Miami, 1 had a five hour 
wait in Miami before flying on to St. Martin. The 
Flight to St. Hartin took a little over three 
jours aboard 8 727, [ was quite cranped for space 
aith my carry on rig occupying post of ay leg 
rope, It was about 1PM before we cleared custogs 
and were settled in our roces. At 7AM the next 
day we took a short boat ride to Anguilla which is 
anly about 5 ailes from St, Martin.® 


(WOWP) "can you give us a geographical description 
of Anguilla?* 


‘KJ0D) "Yes. The word Anguilla is a French word 
meaning ‘That Fish", The island is a low flat 
corral reef raised up millennia ago by volcanic 
activity. The island is three niles wide anc 
Sixteen siles long. The highest point on the 
island is Crocus Hill which is 213 feet above see 
level, the island consists of about 30 white sand 
beaches and approximately the same nusber of bays. 
There are no towns, The main bay called the 
Valley is where all the governgent offices are 
located,” 


(HOWP) "Who were the two other amateurs you went 
with?® 


{KJOD) "KUBE, Jeff and K&CY, Walt both fros 
Columbus, Ohio were the other two ops. deff is 2 
computer terminal operator working at a Colusbus 
bank and Walt is a telephone company eaployee 
working for Ohio Bell, Jeff, age 23, was assigned 
the call YP2EEW and Walt, age 53, was operating 
with the cal] VP2E5." 

*N7DF's refferal service was the agency 
responsible for me reetina these two gentleaen. J 
was the first to use Lee’s service.* 


(WOWP) "That leads ee to py next question. Did 
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you have any choice on cal!signs?" 


{KJOD) "Hr. Hodge the telecoseunications officer 
changed his policy as of October and there is no 
longer choosing of callsions. 1 thought about 
donating to the Boy Scouts for a special call but 
thought better of it, Hi Hi! They are issued in 
sequence now." 


(WOHP) "What was your living quarters like?” 


(KJOD) “We rented the top of a six bedroos house 
located on the northern part of the island. Qur 
cart consisted of three bedroors, two baths with 
shower facilities, a kitchen, and large living 
room which was our operating roce.” 

"The station Jocation, the living room, was 
gade up of three seperate operating positions, 
They consisted of two tables and a door supported 
by two chairs, Each of us had our own gear and 
antennas arranged as xe wished. As it turned out 
1 think it would have been better to have each of 
the operating positions in seperate rooms mainly 
to keep the confusion te a siniaun and reduce 
SFI." 

"The outside of the house along one side 
consisted of a ten foot wide patio which nade for 
good support for our step latter, The front af 
the house had a big porch which was handy for 
storage of some of our gear. The roof of the 
house was flat with the concrete reinforcing rods 
sticking up as much as four feet around the 
Perimeter of the building, J should note that all 
the houses on the iskand are concrete structures 
with flat roofs," 


(WOWP) "Were the natives friendly and what were 
they like to coagunicate with?* 


(KJOD) "I think the natives were as happy to see 
us as were to be there. They definitely were 
friendly.” 

"The natives speak a language which is a cross 
between Dutch, French and English with a 
pronounced British accent. They talked very load 
and fast making it hard to understand thea, Sy 
the sase token they could easily understand us 
with our slow speech." 

“the isiand’s inhabitants are very good 
trustworthy people, We asked one of the island’s 
policeaen when the last tise they had to ock some 
one up in jail and he replied it had been a couple 
of years, We can attest to their honesty. We 
never locked our house or our car and had 
absolutely na problems with security,” 


(WOWP)"What were some of the sore interesting 
things ta see and do on Anguilla?" 


{KJOD) "Probably the two most beautiful things on 
the island are Rhode Bay and Crocus Bay. Rhode 
Bay is the nain harbor to the island, It is 
filled with the color of sailing boats and cargo 
ships lining its shore. It has several shops and 
restaurants to accoaaodate the sailors. Crocus 
Bay is also very picturesque, J took my sunset 
photos there which J'Ll be showing at the 
meeting." 

“Crocus Bay has a little restaurant called 
Roy’s Place, which is owned by an English couple. 
We ate aost of our evening aeals there." 


{WOWP) "What kind of gear, antennas, and generator 
did you use?" 


(KJOD) "We had three SB200s, two Kenwood TSB30Ss, 
one Kenwood 158205 and a Hel Telereader 6850. The 
antennas consisted of a three eleaent sonoband ten 
peter yagi, a Wilson systea 33 for twenty and 
fifteen meters, 2 quarter wave vertical with a 
hundred radials for forty aeters, a delta loop at 
seventy feet for eighty seters, a Zepp open wire 
fed with a tuner for eighty, a dipole on one 
hundred and sixty meters and a fifteen hundred 
foot beverage for receiving on the low bands. The 
beass were amounted on a ten foot tower section 
positioned on the roof of the house. © 

"The generator was a 12kn unit.” 


(WOWP) "What band was the best during your stay?” 


(Kd0D) "Forty meter CW defititely. Each of us 
made over a thousand QSOs on that band alone, 
Twenty was excellent during daytight hours." 


(WOWP) "How did you do in the contest? Realizing 
of course that you did have generator troubies.* 


{KJ0D) *] had about two thousand OS0s and an not 
sure on the multipliers yet. The effort was 
twenty meter single band, The generator was off 
gost of Saturday with problems. 1 have a tape 
with soe of the beehive pile ups 1 had Sunday 
which [71] bring to the seeting." 


(WOWP) "Who had the hig signals from the ElDXers 
worked? Who were the stations that worked you on 
al! bands?" 


(KJ0D} "KOGVB worked ae on seven bands, WOIZ six 
bands and several on five bands, 
“The big signals, KOJSY and WOEJ on the high 
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bands, KOJSY on forty (except for ADOC the Collins 
station}, KOLUZ on eighty meters and KO5VB on one 
hundred and sixty neters," 


(WOWP) "Dther than the contest did you operate 
auch?" 


{KJOD) "Yes but mostly in the evenings and sone 
aornings on the high bands. Generally we were out 
taking in the beaches and the sun shine!™ 


{WOWP) “Here the trip expenses about what you 
expected? Did you feel the trip was worth it?* 


(KJ0D) “Yes the expenses cane out exactly as I 
anticipated; around one thousand dollars plus 
souvineers.” 

"The trip was as 1] expected and sore. 
Anguilla is gore beautiful than 2 ever imagined." 


(WOWP) "One final question Eric. If and when you 
ever eabark on another trip as this one, is there 
anything you would bring or do differently?” 


(KJOD) "i would take along a sieple antenna like a 
Tepp or dipole just to get on the air right away 
with. It would be essential to build bandpass 
filters to eliainate all the RFE probleas 
associated with a  sulti-operator = type 
dx-pedition,* 


{WOHP) "Thanks Eric. He'll be looking forward to 
your slide show at the upcoming club aeeeting.”

The President’s Corner....... 


Well, here it is 1984 already. The holidays are over 
and we are well into a typical fowa winter with snow 
piling up and the teaperatures often dipping below 
zero. 


We are also in the aiddle of the 1983-84 contest 
season. Although I was out of town for most of the tno 
CQ Worldwide weekends} { understand that we had good 
club participation even with the higher frequency bands 
folding early in the evening, There are stil] a Jot 
nore contests to Jpok forward to during the next few 
eonths; with the ARRL DX, the CO Worldwide 140N, and 
the CO Worldwide WPX contests being among the aore 
popular ones. However. if you plan to operate only the 
higher frequency bands, you will probably be able to go 
to bed early. That’s because we are now in the downward 
part of sunspot cycle 21, and it’s going to get worse 
before it gets better, Cycle 21 started in mid-1976 
with an SSN (Seanthed Sunspot Number? of 12, peaked to 
165 in Deceaber 1979, and will bottoa out again 
soretine between now and 1987. For 1984, we will start 
the year mith an SSN of 68 and it is forcasted to drop 
to 48 by December. According to CQ, typical wintertine 
propogation will continue during January with HUF’s 
being high during the davlight hours and dropping to 
seasonally low values during hours of darkness. So, for 
the upcoming contests, 20, 15, and 10 meters should 
have good openings during the day, with 160, 80, and 40 
meters being good nighttiae DX bands. 


Speaking of nighttioe DXing, have you been aonitoring 
our repeater recently in the evenings? It seems that a 
funber of our aeabers (HOVK, WOIZ, KCOG, KOLUZ, WOEJ, 
and KOVZR) are chasing DXCC on 80 aeters. For all the 
details, see the WOVX article also in this Newsletter. 
Good uck guys! 


Those cf you who attended the last club meeting aight 
recall sy aentioning that W4NIM and I are working of 
putting a computerized RITY bulletin board (mail box} 
systea on 2 meters. Although this project is going a 
Jittle slower than Bob and I had planned, we now have 
most of the equipment for the systen} an Apple 
computer, a Wilson Hk-I] transciever (that’s a dittle 
sickl, and a nice software package. As soon as we can 
get the radio fixed and build a 25 watt PA, we should 
be ready to put it on the air. When the systen is 
operational, users will be able to access the systea on 
2 meters to read bulletins, as well as leave and pick 
up messages fro other users. I aa hoping that when the 
systen gets going, club sesbers will use it to leave DX 
inforaation and tips for other meabers. If anyone is 
tnterested in either working on this project, or 
getting information on computerized RTTY, please give 
neacall, 


Even with the snowy-icy weather we have been 
experiencing thus far this winter, our club repeater 
has been working quite well} except for the one tine 
the link got noisey due to antenna ice. Since the last 
club meeting, XOVH and W4NIM have checked the 145.19 
MHz antenna VSHR and have kicked up the power on the 
transnitter. I hope this has helped those of you 
outside of the Cedar Rapids metro area. While J ae on 
the subject of the repeater, I would like to note that 
we still seen to be having sone “kerchunking” without 
identifying on our club repeater. As trustee of the 
EIDKA Repeater, 1 am compelled to resind our repeater 
users that the practice of transmitting without 
identifying is a violation of part 97 of the FCC rules. 
Also, it is not necessary ta “kerchunk" the repeater 
before you make a call} either to bring it up or to 
force aC ID, The repeater is carrier operated, and it 
will come up as soon as you transmit on the input 
frequency. When the repeater does CW ID, the deviation 
on the [) is 1 kHz lower than the voice audio 
deviation, so there should be no problem talking over 
itt 


T hope all of you can make it to our January 20th 
meeting, for which we have planned two interesting 
prograes: KJOD speaking on his recent DXpedition, and 
NOEE speaking on robotics. 


Fron your $984 officers (WOWP, KOLUZ, and ayself). best 
wishes for the New Year. We hope that 1984 brings each 
of you good Dying and mailboxes full of DX cards eve y 
day.

CONTEST BSLing 
de WGVX 


There are many advantages to 168%  OQSLing 
contacts in a OX Contest. The largest single 
advantage to a contester is that the DX station 
is sore likely to recognize your call in the 
next contest if he has elso seen your QSL card. 
The QSL becoses ort of a call sion “seaory 
refresh" device for the DX station. The ARRL 
Bureau @akes it really cheap to send out cards. 
The cards you get beck are also interesting, 
Colorful, and say some day help you cet that 
Chlast, Rorked el] Zinbabwe, or Islancs cf the 
Air enard that you don’t wnt now but may cose 
dey. Many DX stations are also working ca 
awards such as 5 Band WAS and USA Counties 
Axards and co appreciate your card even if they 
don’t necessari!y answer it! If yeu are still 
not convinces and/or don’t own a coeputer, skip 
the rest af this! 


There is = fairly painless way to QSL after a 
contest by using a perscna! computer and sone 
relatively simple Basic programs. The computer 
cen be used to dupe each ban? and prepare an 
alphabetized set of QSL card labels for the 
entire contest. It dogen’t require endless 
hours of deta entry either, In adcition to the 
computer yeu wil) need Basic, or soae other 
Tanguage yeu ere fanilier with, and 3a word 
precessor or text editor tc create data files, 


Begin by creating a file fer each date of the 
contest on each bend. For exaaple the CQ WH CH 
contest uourd have tuo files for each band, one 
for 2h Koy @3 and one for 27 Nov 83. Next enter 
the tine end cal! of each Q80 in the aporcpriate 
file. My 28 seter 24 Nov 83 file looks like}

fAssusing you gave thea al] "SS?@4" for a resort, 
that is all the data you have to enter. The 
computer will do the rest. Since you are only 
entering the tine and call, data entry is fast.

write the new file to disk or tape. (this is 
easy to do but the explanation is dependant on 
your machine’s syntax and is beyond the scope cf

Mow use a bubble sort on tie calls to 
elphebetize the entire contest file, it sill 
Sake the computer quite sone tise (18 ainutes or 
sore) to sort throvot this if you sade very geny 
Contacts. Tt is however @ heck af a lot faster 
than sorting the SSLs by hand after they sre 
printed. Make cure you print sore sort of 
status on the screen so you know the aachine 15 
still elive an workirg during the sort.

BY-LAWS 


MEMBERSHIP: Applications for membership shall be submitted in writing on forms 
provided by the Secretary. Each applicant shali express a willingness to abide 
by the Constitution, By-Laws, and other rules promulgated by the club. 


Revised 10/14/83 


Two-thirds of the Full Members must approve the application before membership 
is granted. Membership shall be in four classes with requirements as follows: 


A. ASSOCIATE MEMBER: 


1. All requirements above. 

2. Valid Amateur Radio license and membership in the ARRL. 

3. Payment of dues as assessed by the By-Laws. 

4. Permanent residence within 175 miles of Cedar Rapids, Iowa. 

5. Attendance at 50% of the club meetings. 

6. Must upgrade to full membership in two years from the time of joining 
the club. 


B, FULL MEMBER: 


1. All requirements of an Associate Member. 

2. Possession of at least 100 QSLS from 100 different countries in 
accordance with a current ARRL DXCC countries list or possession of an 
ARRL DXCC Award. This requirement may be met either with a current 
call sign or a previous call sign, or a combination of both. 


Cc. INACTIVE MEMBER: 


1, Must be or have been an Associate or Full member in good standing. 

2. If a member fails to maintain Full or Associate membership he/she 
automatically becomes an inactive member. 

3. Inactive membership status may be maintained indefinitely by payment of 
the regular yearly dues. 

4. Inactive membership status allows all EIDXA privileges except that he 
may not vote or participate in contest for club aggregate scoring. 
He/she will receive notice of the club meetings, the newsletter and be 
eligible for club promotions. 


D. HONORARY MEMBER: 


1. In recognition of special service to the EIDXA or the DX community, an 
Honorary membership may be awarded to any individual. 

2. A two-thirds vote of the full members is required for Honorary 
membership. 

3. An Honorary member receives a membership certificate and can use the 
club logo or club name to identify himself as a club member. 

4. An Honorary member does not pay club dues, does not receive the club 
newsletter and is not eligible to vote or participate in contest 
aggregate scoring. 


E. MAINTENANCE OF MEMBERSHIP: 


Failure to continue to meet all requirements for a particular membership 
class constitutes nonmembership status. Specifically: 

1. ARRL membership and valid license. 

2. Payment of dues by the January meeting. 
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Tl MEETINGS: Regular meetings shall be held quarterly, normally during the months be 
of January, April, July, and October at a time and place as ordered by the 
President. Special meetings may be called by the Executive Commit tee 
(consisting of the President, Vice-President, and Secretary-Treasurer) provided a 
reasonable effort is made to notify all members. 


1, The meetings are chaired by the President or other ranking club officer 
in his absence. 


2. The election of officers shall be held during the Octover meeting. 


III. DUES: A regular yearly assessment of $4.00 per member is hereby assessed in 
accordance with Article V of the Constitution for the Purpose of providing 
operating funds for current expenses. The EIDXA year runs from October Ist of 
one year to September 30th of the following year. Dues must be received by 
the day of the January EIDXA meeting. 


Iv. OFFICERS: 

1. New officers take office at the end of the October meeting. 

2. The Executive Committee may authorize emergency expenditure of club 
funds to $15.00. Approval of a majority of the membership is required 
for emergency expenditures above that level as well as for all routine 
expenditures. 

3. Emergency expendures are reported by Secretary-Treasurer at the next 
regular club meeting. 

4. The Vice President is editor-in-chief of the EIDXA newsletter. 


Vv. NEWSLETTER: The EIDXA newsletter shall be published quarterly two weeks prior 


to the club meeting and shall serve as formal notification of the forthcoming 
meeting. 


EASTERN 10WA DX ASSOCIATION CONSTITUTION Revised 10/14/83 


PREAMBLE: 
We, radio amateurs, wishing to secure for ourselves the pleasure and benefits 
of the association of persons commonly interested in Amateur Radio DXing and 
Contesting, constitute ourselves the Eastern Iowa DX Association and enact this 
constitution as our governing law. It shall be our purpose to promoté co~oper~ 
ation, exchange of information, improved operator proficiency, and fraternalism 
so as to advance DX activity and Contesting within the amateur radio community. 


MEMBERSHIP: ARTICLE I 
Persons interested in DX and/or contesting amateur radio communications shall 
be eligible for membership. Membership shall be by application and election 
upon such terms as the club shall by its By-Laws provide. 


OFFICERS: ARTICLE IT 
Sec. 1 - The officers of this club shall be: President, Vice-President, and 
Secretary-Treasurer and shall be Full Members. 


Sec. 2 - The officers of this club shall be elected for a term of one year by 
ballot of the Full Members at the Fall meeting. 


Sec. 3 - Vacancies occurring between elections shall be filled by elections at 
the first meeting following the occurrence of the vacancy. 


Sec. 4 - Officers may be removed by a 3/4 vote of the Full Members. 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS: ARTICLE LIT 
Sec. 1 - The President shal] preside at all meetings of this club, and conduct 
same according to the rules adopted. He/She shall enforce due observance of 
this constitution and by laws; decide all questions of order; sign official 
documents adopted by the club; and perform all other customary duties pertaining 
of the office of President. 


Sec. 2 - The Vice-President shall assume all the duties of President in the 
absence of the latter. 


Sec. 3 - The Secretary=Treasurer shall keep a record of the proceedings of all 
meetings, keep a roll of members, carry on all correspondence, and maintain the 
constitution and by-laws. He/she shall receive and receipt for all monies paid to 
the club, keep an accurate account of all monies received and expended, pay all 
bills authorized by the club or its officers constitution an Executive Committee. 
He/she at the end of his/her term turn over ali records and items belonging to the 
club to his/her successor. 


MEETINGS: ARTICLE IV 
The By-Laws shall provide for regular and special meetings. 


DUES: ARTICLE V 
The club, by majority vote, may levy upon the membership such dues or 
assessments as shall be deemed necessary for the business of the club. 


AMENDMENTS : ARTICLE VL 
This constitution or the By-Laws may be amended by 2 2/3 votre of the Full 
Members 


QUORUM: ARTICLE VIE 
A quorum is at least 1/3 of active membership. 


RULES: ARTICLE VIII page | 
Robert's Rules shall govern the proceedings. 
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
